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REMARKS 



INTRODUCTION: 

In accordance with the foregoing, the claims (1-41) have been retained in their present 
form. No new matter is being presented, and approval and entry are respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-41 are pending and under consideration. Reconsideration is respectfully 
requested. 

REJECTION UNDER 35 U.S.C. §102: 

In the Office Action, at pages 2-9, numbered paragraphs 2-43, claims 1-41 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) as being anticipated by Shirasaki et al. (USPN 6,943,753; hereafter, 
Shirasaki). This rejection is traversed and reconsideration is requested. 

It is respectfully submitted that the court has held that an anticipating reference "must 
disclose every element of the challenged claim and enable one skilled in the art to make the 
anticipating subject matter." PPG Industries, Inc. v. Guardian Industries Corp. , 75 F.3d 1558, 
1566, 37 USPQ2d 1618, 1624 (Fed. Cir. 1996). 

Anticipation requires a lack of novelty of the invention as claimed. The invention must 
have been known to the art in the detail of the claim; that is, all of the elements and limitations of 
the claim must be shown in a single prior reference, arranged as in the claim. See C.R. Bard, 
Inc. v. M3 Systems, Inc. , 157 F3d 1340, 1349, 48 USPQ2d 1225, 1229-30 (Fed. Cir. 1998); 
Richardson v. Suzuki Motor Co. , 868 F.2d 1226, 1236, 9 USPQ2d 1913, 1920 (Fed. Cir. 1989). 

Shirasaki teaches an input channel switching control device for a display monitor having 
a DDC function which comprises a DVI-I interface supporting respective video signals of analog 
specification and digital specification inputted from an external computer (see independent 
claims 1 and 4 of Shirasaki). As set forth below, for example, the body of claim 1 of Shirasaki 
recites: 

a discriminator that judges whether each of said video signals inputted from said 
external computer is a signal of analog specification or digital specification and also 
judges whether the state of an input channel is an analog channel or a digital channel ; 
(emphasis added) 

an EDID data memory that stores EDID data of analog specification and EDID 
data of digital specification; 

an input channel switch that switches the state of said input channel into a 
channel of the specification of said video signal which is judged by said discriminator ; 
and (emphasis added) 

a DDC control that reads and transmits to said external computer said EDID data 
of the specification corresponding to the state of said input channel which is judged by 
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said discriminator out from said EDID data memory on the basis of a DDC transmission 
request from said external computer , (emphasis added) 

wherein said input channel switch switches the state of said input channel after 
said DDC control transmits said EDID data to said external computer , (emphasis added) 

Hence, Shirasaki teaches judging whether each of said video signals inputted from said 
external computer is a signal of analog specification or digital specification and also judges 
whether the state of an input channel is an analog channel or a digital channel . In contrast, the 
present claimed invention (see, for example, independent claim 1) recites an apparatus to output 
different display identification data depending on a connector type , utilizing a connector type 
identification unit which identifies a connector type based upon an output of pins of a 
predetermined connector; and a display identification data output command unit which 
commands one of: the analog display identification data storing and outputting unit, and the 
digital display identification data storing and outputting unit, to output one of: the analog display 
identification data and the digital display identification data to the predetermined system based 
upon an identified connector type . 

That is, the present claimed invention identifies the hardware (connector type), and 
based on the hardware identified , commands output of a type of data (analog or digital display 
identification data) based thereon . Shirasaki , on the other hand, identifies the type of data 
(analog or digital display identification data) using a discriminator and a state (digital or analog) 
of an input channel and reads and transmits (using a DDC control) the data (analog or digital 
specification) to an external computer. 

Thus, Shirasaki does not recite all of the elements and limitations of the independent 
claims of the present invention, arranged as in the claims. 

Hence, it is respectfully submitted that independent claims 1, 11, 21 and 31 of the 
present invention are not anticipated under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) by Shirasaki et al. (USPN 
6,943,753). Since claims 2-10, 12-20, 22-30, and 32-41 depend from independent clajms 1,11, 
21 and 31, respectively, claims 2-10, 12-20, 22-30, and 32-41are not anticipated under 
35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) by Shirasaki et al. (USPN 6,943,753) for at least the reasons that 
independent claims 1,11,21 and 31 are not anticipated under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) by Shirasaki et 
al. (USPN 6,943,753). 

CONCLUSION: 

In accordance with the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that all outstanding 
objections and rejections have been overcome and/or rendered moot, and further, that all 
pending claims patentably distinguish over the prior art. Thus, there being no further 
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outstanding objections or rejections, the application is submitted as being in condition for 
allowance which action is earnestly solicited.
